Professor Adams, is the 
registrar of the Society’ of Des- 
cendants of Hartford, where Wii- 
liam Holton, the original propri- 
etor of the Holton Family Associa- 
tion lived. 

President Franklin Delano 

Roosevelt is in the line of descent 
in the Holton Family according 
to a chart made up by the presi- 
dent of the society, Horace & 
Holton. In the fifth generation 
down from Deacon William Hol- 
ton of Hartford, Catherine Rob- 
bins Lyman married Warren De- 
lano, born 1809; then came Sarah 
Delano, who married James 
Roosevelt in 1828, from which 
sprang Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
1882, President of the United 
States. 
_ Deacon William Holton, found- 
er of the family, was born in 1611 
in Ipswich, Suffolk County, Eng- 
land, and came to Massachusetts 
in 1684. In 1686 he was one of 
the original settlers of Hartford. 
In 1654 he had moved to North- 
ampton, where he married. He 
was the first elected deacon of the 
First Church of Northampton. He 
was a member of the first board 
of magistrates, and a representa- 
tive to the General Court. He 
made the first motion in town 
meeting to prohibit the sale of in- 
toxicating drinks, and was the 
first commissioner to the General 
Court in Boston in that temper- 
ance effort. The family shield is 
“Labor Omnia Superat.”

Are Exempt 


Schools, coHeges;-< universities, 
churches, hospitals and charitable 
institutions are exempt from the 
provisions of the NRA, the na- 
tional recovery administration ac- 
cording to a press dispatch from 
Washington. 

Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, recovery 
administrator ,authorized the rul- 
ing after recommendations to that 
effect were made by the industrial 
and labor advisory boards, headed 
by Walter C. Teagle and Dr. Leo 
Wolman, respectively. 

Donald R. Richberg NRA coun- 
sel, agreed with the ruling. 

Notice of the ruling is being 
communicated at once to the hun- 
dreds of educational institutions 


‘affected. 


This ruling means that non- 
profit making institutions under 
private control have the same stat- 
ug as have state and municipal in- 
stitutions with regard to the NRA 
They are exempt from the pro- 
visions of the code. 

This does not mean that they 
should not voluntarily meet aa far 
as possible the specifications of 
the President’s agreement and co- 
operate with the President in 
every way to hasten national te- 
covery. 

The Northfield NRA Committee 
is as yet without official confirmn- 
tion.

Darby received a -cheering mes- 
sage with much ‘satisfaction last 
Thursday announgiog that his au- 
tomobile had beer recovered by 
local police: at Omaha, Nebraska, 
and that the two occupants, were 
arrested and held for Massachu- 
setts officers.

Mrs. Woodrow Wilson in a mes- 
sage to the people of America 
says: “The President and his aides 
have worked out a plan for recov- 
ery.

A Northfield Clergyman 
Was Parhurst Assistant 


The unfortunate death of the 
Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkhurst at At- 
lantic City last Friday from a fall 
of fifteen feet as*he walked out of 
‘a second story window in his aleep 
at the home of his nephew is 
deeply regretted. Although now 91 
years of age and for many years 
retired his mind was keen and 
alert. He was one of America's 
reatest preachers and most active 
in the cause of righteousness. He 
it was who led in years gone bye 
the most successful attack on the 
power of Tammany in New York 
City politics. He had _ held only 
two pastorates in life, the first at 
Lenox, Mass., and that of the 
Madison Square _ Presbyterian 
Church in New York City. During 
the years of this later pastorate 
Rev. W. W. Coe now of Northfield 
served with him as assistant pas- 
tor and during these years and af- 
terward Mr. Coe learned of his 
reat personality and appreciated 
his splendid and forceful ability.

The President's Emergency Re-employment Campaign may be 
described briefly as a plan to add from 5,000,000 22.6,000,000 persons 
to the nation’s payrolls within the next six weeks or eo, through 
agreements made with the President of the United States by some 
5,000,000 concesns or individuals employing two or more persons each. 

In esder that this number of jobs may be made available, it will 
be feeessary. of course, for employers in many cases to shorten work- 
ing hours, The plan also provides for certain minimum wage scales 
which also in many cases will mean added labor costs forthe employer. 

The President's Agreement, however, includes a pledge of coopera- 
tion from the consuming public, and it is thus anticipated that the 
employer,| while undertaking a larger expense as the direct result of 
hie agfcement with the President, will gain added patronage as the 
just reward of his public spirited attitude. 

The fact aleo is to be borne in mind that where all employers act 
together to put people back on their payrolls or to raise wages, no 
employer, as the President himself has pointed out, “will suffer because 
the relative level of competitive cost will advance by the same amount 
for all.” . 

It is to be understood that this plan is supplementary to the plan 
of code adoption by various industria! and trade groups which has for 
its purpose the elimination of unfair competition, the establishment of 
more equable rewards for labor, the spread of employment and the 
control: of, production. This plan for speeding business recevery 
Jaunched under the provisions of the National Recovery Act passed 
by the: last Congress, is rapidly being made effective, and there will 
be no let-up on the drive to make its adoption widespread. 

The President’s Emergency Re-employment plan will bridge time 
and bring the nation out of the depression more rapidly than if the 
code adoption plan were depentied upon exclusively. The President's 
Agreement also covers many business groups that would not be amen- 
able to any of the code arrangements. 

And what is still more important, perhaps, the President's Emer- 
gency Re-employment campaign carries certain psychological values 
that are as priceless as patriotism at this juncture of our economic 
history. The President himself made this quite clear in his recent radio 
addreas'to the nation when he said: “On the basis of this simple prin-

organizations are formed along military lines, which is fitting enough, 
because the President’s Emergency Re-employment campaign is Unc'e 
Sam’s war on unemployment and the nation is rallying to the colors just 
as loyally as though we were actually engaged in a war against a 
foreign foe. = 

The local committee is made up of the active heads of the leading 
business and civic organizations, and includes also the mayor. These 
committees in the thousands of cities and towns throughout the country, 
were formed following telegrams and letters sent by General Johnson 
to the presidents of Chambers of Commerce or similar trade bodies in 
every section of the United States. These local committees elect a gen- 
eral to have charge of the city campaign and a licutenant general who 
is a woman. The general selects three colonels, each of whom is to take 
over a certain part of the campaign work. For example, Colonel No. 1 
has charge of the “man-power” or organization department. Under his 
direction black-to-block canvasses will be made to check up on com- 
pliance with the President’s Agreement, and to make a survey of the 
unemployed, as to adaptability by experience as to trades and indus-

All employers 
who sign the President’s Agreement are entitled to display the Blue 
Eagle with tho initials N.R.A. and the words “We Do Onur Part.” 
Merchants, manufacturers and all others who have the right to display 
the insignia by reason of their having complied with the President's 
Agreement, are permitted to hang it on their walls, or in their windows, 
or on trucks and cars, and, if they so desire, to stamp it on their prod- 
ucts or merchandise. It is, in fact, the desire of the Recovery Admin- 
istration that all make liberal use of this badge of patriotism. 

Any person in the United States who wishes to cooperate in the 
President's Emergency Re-employment Campaign and be considered as 
a member of the N.R.A. may go to the authorized establishment in his 
locality and siga a stateroont of cooperation as follows: 

“I will cooperate in re-employment by supporting and patron- 
tzing employers and workers who are members of N.R.A.” 

Any such signer will then be given and may thereafter use the 
insignia of consumer membership in N.R,A. 

. Every phase of the progress of this mighty campaign will be flashed 
in the newspapers of the country and announced constantly over the 
radio. In this way everyone will be in a position to know just what the 
campaign is doing from day to day in actually putting people back on 
the payrolls and adding to the mass purchasing power of the country.
